4 ltem, Thatall Letters directed to Schollars ſhall be left at the Butreries of 
their reſpeRive Colleges or Halls, and forthe delivery of every ſuch [ citer one- 
ly one half-penny loate, as was accuſtomed , but if any carriage comes with a 
letter, nothing ſhall be paid for the bringing ofthe ſaid letter.
